A New Vocabulary . 
This question of codes and letters 
and figures constitutes a bigger diffi­ 
culty than the outsider would imagine.

The in­ 
telligent French girl m ight not possess 
a rudim entary acquaintance with our 
language, hut she could understand 
th at all requisitions bearing a certain 
letter and figure were to be brought to­ 
gether in the rack provided, and thus 
a first stage of sorting could be ef­ 
fected. 
By special favor a glim pse was ac­ 
corded of the stup endous labor by 
which the guns are kep t at their tire­ 
less work. 
If there is a subject on 
which the average girl clerk Is less like­ 
ly to be inform ed than ujmn another 
it is surely th a t which touches the 
technicalities and working p arts of 
m odern artillery . Yet here are women 
who, in a very ’ few weeks, have learned 
enough to know in which direction to 
send forw ard requisitions concerning 
0.2 guns, or trench m ortars, or the 
m ightiest howitzers. It was not alway s 
thus, and m istakes even now are made | 
that recall the favorite story here of 
the y oung lady who, when a demand 
came down for arm ored hose, gay ly re­ 
ferred it to the authorities charged 
w ith the issue of clothing. 
But even 
in a dep artm ent which stores some­ 
thing like 23,000 sep arate item s the 
m istakes have now come to be few and 
fa r between. 
V arieties of Work. 
L ess exacting a t the outset is the 
work upon which they are entering at 
the clothing stores, where it is esti­ 
m ated th a t four women will take the 
place of every three men form erly en­ 
gaged there. 
It is a dep artm ent of 
fabulous figures; indeed, the bare men­ 
tion in tons of the first supplies of 
w inter equipm ent brought over is al­ 
m ost staggering. 
Greatcoats, w ater­ 
proofs, warm underw ear, boots and ac­ 
cessories fill stacks th at would seem 1 
inexhaustible. 
Even buttons and the 
j 
ribbons th at belong to the more gen­ 
erally bestowed m edals m ake up a suf­ 
ficiently im pressive total, while there I 
are arm lets, indicative of specialized 
work—the white, green and red of the

F or the first time the amazing story 
of a British battle airplane’s flight to 
Constantinople from London, and its 
sequel In the bombardment of the Ger­ 
man headquarters and the Turk ish war 
office there was told by Mr. Handley 
Page and Mr. Basil Johnson of London, 
whose firm built the engines that flew 
the 2,000 miles without a hitch. 
Loading up at Hendon, the machine, 
which with spares and luggage was 
more than six tons in weight, proceed­ 
ed to Paris, Lyons, and, to avoid the 
Alps, continued by way of Marseilles. 
From Marseilles the Journey was by 
wgy of Spezzia to Pisa, Rome, Naples 
and Otranto, which was the last point 
over friendly country. 
The next, and 
perhaps the most difficult singe of the 
journey, was over the Albanian Alps 
to Salonica, a trip of 250 miles across 
mountains varying from 8,000 to 10,000 
feet, with no suitable place for landing 
in case of need. 


Off for Constantinop le. 
Squadron Commander Savory, who 
was the chief pilot, told him, said Mr. 
Handley Page, that they could see wild 
Bulgarian horsemen below, who were 
running about in every direction, w ait­ 
ing for a chance to k ill them if they 
came down. 
From 
Salonica 
the 
adventurous 
party flew to thoir base, overhauled 
flu» machine, and prepared for a long­ 
distance bombing expedition to Con­ 
stantinople, a distance of about 320 
miles. 
On their attack ing trip they set forth 
with 10 bomhs, and on arriving at the. 
Sea of Marmora throttled down from 
2.000 feet to 1,600 feet, the Golden 
Horn and other points being clearly in 
view. 
After a short survey of the lights of 
Constantinople. an« l in order to mak e 
sure of their objectives, they came 
down to 800 feet and dropped a salvo 
of four bombs, hoping to reach the 
Ooeben, which was anchored just b« *- 
neath them. Unfortunately they missed 
the vessel, but managed to hit one or 
two submarines that were lying along­ 
side her. 
Turning on their track , they made 
another attempt on the Goeben, and 
this time, in spite of the attentions of a 
number of Turk ish and German anti­ 
aircraft guns, managed to plant four 
bombs on the battleship. 
Then they flew up to a ship called 
the General, which was the headquar­ 
ters of the German staff, and dropped 
two bombs on her, to tbe great conster­ 
nation of naval and military officers 
assembled in her saloons. 
One more target, too tempting to be 
missed, attracted the intrepid avia­ 
tors, and they next made their way to 
that part of the town where tbe T urk ­ 
ish w ar office was situated and dropped 
two more of their bombs on the build­ 
ing. The Turk ish official report on the 
latter incident quaintly minimized m at­ 
ters by saying: “The w ar office was not 
destroyed.” 
Makes World Record . 
After half an hour’s bombing of Con­ 
stantinople they turned 
round and 
started back 
to their base, 
Flieht 
Commander 
McLellan 
relieving 
his 
chief in tbe steering. They had not es­ 
caped without damage, but even after 
one engine had been put out of action 
they were able to get away without 
serious damage from the “hand accom­ 
paniment” of guns below, which had 
paid 
them 
n 
quite 
uncomfortable 
amount of attention. 
On arriving back at the base no 
fewer than 26 bullet holes were found 
in the machine. 
The Journey to Con­ 
stantinople and back (640 miles) occu­ 
pied seven hours. 
Handley Page said Engineer Lieuten­ 
ant Rawlings, who was one of the 
party, reported that they had no trou­ 
ble at all with the engines, although 
the w ater in the radiator boiled on a 
very hot day. 
He thought the flight, 
which constituted a world record for 
British airplanes, engines and aviators, 
showed the great possibilities of aerial 
long distance bombing expeditions dur­ 
ing the war, and also that there were 
great possibilities for mail and freight 
currying in times of peace.

Hongkong and the Falkland islands. 
Commenting on the 14 points in the 
program for world peace set forth in 
President Wilson’s address to con­ 
gress, he said an agreement could be 
obtained without difficulty on the first 
four points. 
EThe first four points relate to abo­ 
lition of secret diplomacy , free navi­ 
gation of the seas “outside territorial 
waters, subject to international law s;” 
removal of economic harriers and es­ 
tablishment of equal trade conditions 
among nations; reduction of arm a­ 
ments.] 
“Concretely , the outlines are unsat­ 
isfactory ,” the German chancellor in­ 
sisted.

ALLIES' PURCHASER IN U. S. 


Will Assume Duties at Once— Appoint­ 
ment Viewed as Answer of Admin­ 
istration to Munitions Minis­ 
try Bill Pending In Senate. 


■Washington, Jan. 2G.—Edward R. 
Stettinius of New York, and formerly 
of Chicago, was appointed as survey­ 
or general for all army purchases. 
Secretary Baker iu making the an­ 
nouncement said: 
“Mr. Edward R. Stettinius of New 
York has been appointed surveyor 
general of all army purchases, 
lie 
will be in charge of the procurement 
and production of all supplies by the 
five 
army 
bureaus—viz., 
ordnance, 
quarterm aster, signal, engineer and 
medical. 
It will be his duty to co­ 
ordinate such purchases and properly 
relate the same to industry, to the 
end that the army program be devel­ 
oped 
under 
a 
comprehensive 
plan 
which will best utilize the resources 
of the country. 
Has Been Buy ing for Allies. 
“From the outbreak of the war Mr. 
Stettinius has been in sole charge of 
the allied purchases in this country 
and lias been responsible for the de­ 
velopment of the production of war 
material also, 
ills intimate knowl­ 
edge of w ar conditions in Europe and 
In the United States as related to in­ 
dustry and the principal means he 
has used to accomplish his plans pre­ 
eminently qualify him for his posi­ 
tion. 
“Mr. Stettinius will assume his new 
duties at once and establish his of­ 
fice in Washington.” 
The appointment of Mr. Stettlnluk 
to the new post, which is in effect 
that of a munitions supervisor and 
director for all w ar departm ent pur­ 
chases, was viewed as the answer ,of 
the administration to the munitions 
ministry bill pending in the senate. 
Backed by Authority . 
It effects a complete consolidation 
of all war department supply ques­ 
tions under the surveyor general, and 
on the face of the statement issued 
by Mr. Baker Mr. Stettinius is to be 
bucked by complete authority in his 
responsible position. 
When the European war broke out 
in 19 14 and the allied government» , 
particularly G reat Britain, came to 
the United States for munitions and 
money, It was found necessary by J. 
P. Morgan & Co., In floating allied 
loans 1n 
this cormtry, to centralize 
expenditures under one man in or­ 
der to obtain efficient results. 
Sir. 
Stettinius has been engaged on that 
task since that date and is regarded 
by the administration as the best-in­ 
formed man available for such a post 
as that to which he has now been as­ 
signed. 
Head of Diamond Match. 
Mr. Stettinius was not a member of 
the firm of J. 1*. Morgan &. Co. at the 
beginning of the war, but was presi­ 
dent of the Diamond Match company 
and connected 
with other corpora­ 
tions. He is a native of St. Louis and 
born of American parents. 
When advised of Mr. Stettinius’ ap­ 
pointment Senator Chamberlain said 
It would not cause the committee to 
•halt its proposal for a munitions di­ 
rector, although he and other commit­ 
tee members regarded the appointment 
as progress in reorganization. 
They 
had discussed Mr. Stettinius as repre­ 
sentative of the type of man they fa­ 
vor for a director of munitions. 
Mr. Stettinius is fifty-three years 
old. He was educated in the common 
schools and St. Louis university. 
He 
is a member of the following clubs: 
Chicago club, Chicago Athletic, En­ 
gineers and Lotus.

W ashin gton , Jan . 20.—Lack of proper 
sewage facilities an d ov ercrowdin g are 
respon sible for epidemics which hav e 
left their m ark on train in g camps, Su r­ 
geon Gen eral Gorgas told the sen ate 
m ilitary committee. 
Forgin g ahead with his driv e again st 
“w ar departm en t efficien cy ," Sen ator 
Cham berlain su mmon ed Gen eral Gor­ 
ga s to comb the health con dition s a t 
N ation al Gu ard an d army camps. 
Gen eral G orgas told the com mittee 
that “practically n on e” of the Nation al 
Gu ard camps hav e sewu ge facilities. 
His earn est recommen dation that fu lly 
equ ipped hospitals an d san itary a r­ 
ran gem en ts be prov ided before men 
w ere sen t to the camps was disregard­ 
ed by the w ar departm en t, he said; 
Forty per cen t of the pn eu mon ia 
cases in cam ps followed m easles, an d 
m easles epidemics resu lted 
directly 
from ov ercrowdin g, he added. 
Gorgas adm itted that orderlies in 
camp hospitals are as u n train ed in the 
care of the sick as “cou n try boy s.” He 
also ackn owledged that some sick men 
get practically n o care from train ed 
woman n u rses. 
There are fou r of these u n train ed 
orderlies to ev ery train ed n u rse, Gen ­ 
eral Gorgas said. It will be a y ear he 
fore these u n train ed orderlies are com­ 
peten t n u rses, be added. 
“We hav e SO,OOO men in the medical 
corps. 
We ou ght to hav e 100,000,” 
Gorgas testified. 
He adm itted there is 
a shortage In the en listed person n el of 
the 
medical 
corps with 
Pershin g’s 
forces. 
Lack of an adequ ate n u m ber of hos­ 
pital ships to brin g back the wou n ded 
from Fran ce, Gen eral Gorgas testified, 
was the resu lt of fiv e m on ths’ discu s­ 
sion of the qu estion between the w ar 
an d n av y departm en ts. 
Ev en n ow, he 
told the committee, n o decision has 
been reached, thou gh on e Is Immin en t. 
A fter it comes, he added, it wou ld take 
at least three m on ths to m ake ov er ex ­ 
istin g v essels to the requ irem en ts.
